The second work is of a description little varying from the 
first, but to describe the precise nature of either, could not with due regard to propriety 
be done. The third was written in a fit of repentance, and therefore ofa very different 
from the others.

No philosopher has ever persecuted religionists, whilst the latter have not only 
burned philosophers but their rival religionists. 

After nine months' imprisonment in Venice, Bruno was conveyed in January, 1593, 
to Ancona, and thence to the chamber of the Inquisition in Rome. The sentence of 
death was passed on him by the Inquisitors, and the day for the burning was the 17th 
of February, 1600‘ in the Campo dei Fiori. Bruno was hardly fifty years old when he 
died the Martyr's death. ° 

A monument of Giordano Bruno now adorns modern Rome.

To identify the Buddhists and the Celts, to shew that all mythologies and religions 
merely degenerated from the pure worship instituted by those people, that the builders 
of Stonehenge spoke a language akin to Hebrew, and that the Greeks were ignorant 
boobies as compared with the Ancient Celts (Scythians, Etruscans, Phoenicians, or 
Buddhists, or whatever else he calls them) ; —such was the aim of Mr. Higgins. This 
ridiculous book struck terror to the heart of Orthodoxy—(an owl mistaking the 
donkey's bray for the lion's roar); but it yields many valuable items of collected 
information to the student of Archæology.

“Mr. Adams must be congratulated on having furnished a valuable contribution 
towards the ‘ History of Human Error. After an introductory chapter dealing with 


the progress of alchemy in Europe, the author divides his work into two books—the . 


first dealing with the English magicians, and the second with witches and witchcraft. 
We read of the prosecution of witches through the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. 
The accession of James I gave a great impulse to these mock trials. With the 
Restoration & more sceptical and more merciful spirit began to prevail. Unfortunately, 
one of the best men of his day—Sir Matthew Hale—was behind the age in this 
respect. Strange to say, one of the judges who first took pains to prevent convictions 
for this fictitious offence was Lord Jeffreys. At the very time (1685) he was engaged 
on the Bloody Assize in butchering his political opponents he managed to procure 
acquittals of witches (p. 289). This good work was continued by Chief Justice Holt, 
whose common sense brushed away the tittle-tattle on which these charges of witch- 
craft were brought. We had thought that the last execution for witchcratt in England 
took place at Northampton in 1712 ; but we learn from Mr. Adams that Mary Hicks 
and her daughter were executed for witchcraft in 1716. It was not till 1736 that the 
laws against witchcraft were repealed.”— Academy, May 10th, 1890.
